President sent to the Senate to-day 
the name of M H. Thatcerr, of 
Louisville, for Go vera or ofdi*< anal 
Zone at $l+,000 a year, Tin nomi- 
nation was sent in following a con- 
ference which Senator Mradley had 
with the President to day. 

"In the offic al list of appointments 
sent to the Senate. Thatcher's title 
is given as "nicniher of the Ishmian 
Canal Commission " It is under- 
stood that he will he designated to 
fill the place and perform the duti 
that Gov. Blackburn performed." 

This appointment is a decided vic- 
tory and at the same time one of 
the wisest and most generally satis- 
factory one that could have been 
made. 

Mourice Hudson Thatcher is 
gentleman of the true character; he 
has no vi«es and is admired hy all 
who know him, regardless of any 
political affiliation.

Is Valued ot $100 a Pound 
by a Judge. 

Special from San Francisco, Cal., 
9 to the St. Louis Post Dispatch, of 
March 26th, says: "Legal learning 
is worth about $100 a pound, not 
much more than opium in these par- 
ibus days, according to the opinion 
% f Superior Judge James Coffey, 
given in a damage suit here.

The State Charities Aid Society of 
New York has adopted for its war 
cry, "No Uncared For Ti bereulosis 
by 1915." It is a good slogan. Its 
fulfillment would cost but little in 
comparison with the unmeasured 
and imtneasureable benefits to the 
State of New York. 

It would mean that within a 
few years, another generation or two 
at the most, there would be no tu- 
berculosis among the millions dt in- 
hapitants of that imperial State. 
The example set by that State would 
lead to a diffusion of knowledge and 
improvement of conditions in other 
States that would preserve the 
health and save the lives of millions 
of human beings. 
Even a partial fulfillment of the 
^desire of the State Charities Aid So- 
ciety is worth striving for. The 
warfare waged in the campaign of 
education which has been carried on 
for the past lew years, teaching that 
tuberculosis is a preventable, com- 
municable, curable disease, hat re 
duced the deaths from the ''white 
scourge" in New York from llVi 
per cent of the whole to 9V^ per cent, 
and is saving every year an army ol 
over twenty-five thousand people. 

There was hope that Kentucky 
would join the ranks of the States 



which lead in the crusade against 
the "white plague." The Legisla- 
ture two years ago passed an act to 
establish a State Sanitorium for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. The Re- 

publican Governor vetoed that bill, 

The same bill was introduced in the 
Sennteand House this year and a 
Democratic Legislature failed to 
pass it, being more concerned about 
other matters than about the pub- 
lic I ealtb. 

No man ought to be permitted to 
goto i he next Legislature who is 
not committed to vote for the estab- 
lishment of a State Sanitorium lor 
tuberculosis; no man ought to be 

ele ted Governor who doe* not pledge 

himself to aid, instead ol to hinder, 
the campaign against the gr.atest 
scourge oft be human race. 

The people in the mountains ol 
Kentucky are particu' arli concerned 
in the success of this e. mpaign, the 
mountains of Kentucky containing a 
larger percentage <>f tuberculosis 
patients in proportion to the popu 
lation than any other section of this 
State or, with but lew exception*, 
ol any other State.
